Information concerning problems faced by 
downtown property owners in meeting the state- 
mandated unreinforced masonry (URM) earthquake 
safety requirements will be addressed at a meeting 
at the Sierra Madre Senior Citizen Park House at 
7 p.m., Thursday, July 20. 

Both property owners and occupants of build¬ 
ings which may be affected will have a chance to 
bear a panel of professional people in the field 
give advice on various aspects of compliance with 
^ the mandate to mitigate earthquake related hazards 
posed to public safety by URM structures. 

N Such questions as what is involved, access to 
testing labs, securing professional help, how to 
estimate costs, implications for occupants, public 
and private sources of financing, will be addressed 
and demonstrations of devices for testing will be 
given. 

Ron Hutson, Main Street project manager, 
who is acting as liaison between the city and prop¬ 
erty owners, this week announced the names of the 
panel participants who will include A1 Landsperger, 
Arcadia property owner and investor (also 
associated with McDowall, listed below); Donald 
Kay, Sierra Madre resident, former Sierra Madre 
Planning Commissioner and past president of the 
Structural Engineers Association of California; 
Dennis Wish, professional engineer specializing in 
structural design for commercial building earth¬ 
quake rehabilitation; and James McDowall, licensed 
general contractor who has specialized in earth¬ 
quake building reinforcement and is currently en¬ 
gaged in URM work in Sierra Madre and Arcadia. 

In addition. City Council members, City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea and Building Inspector Steve 
Pock will be available to provide further input. 

Don Murphy, licensed architect and Sierra

Madre Main Street Board chairman, will also par¬ 
ticipate as program facilitator. 

City Administrator McRea stated that 57 
registered letters were sent to downtown property 
owners, churches and institutions May 4. Proof of 
receipt was received back from 56 of these. Seven 
additional buildings were placed on the original list 
and eight were subtracted, with some 50 lemaining 
on the current list. 

Only 22 have returned the surveys included 
in the letters, leaving approximately 55 percent 
who have not yet provided answers" regarding 
date of construction (before or after 1933), documen¬ 
tation of work done or other information to sub¬ 
stantiate that the property is not subject to the URM 
law. 

A number of structural problems are posed 
by various buildings in Sierra Madre, as evidenced 
in the October, 1987, earthquake, where exten¬ 
sive damage was caused in some cases by lack of 
strength in exterior walls, while in others bv' un¬ 
reinforced parapets. 

The URM legislation mandates that all such 
hazards be mitigated except in the case of histori¬ 
cally significant buildings which, in Sierra Madre, 
would include the Old City Hall, Sierra Madre 
Senior Citizen Park House and Old North Church, 
all of which have been placed on the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission’s Register. 

These historical buildings are only required 
to be made “as safe as possible.’’ Churches and 
other institutions in the community which also are 
in this category would be subject to the same mini¬ 
mal requirements. 

The Sierra Madre School is exempt because 
it has already been required to comply with the 
school seismic .safety Field Act.

Recent 
legislation has required 
that every ;ity in Cali¬ 
fornia review these two 
elements of their general 
plans every five yems 
and to subsequently 
make any zoning changes 
needed to insure con¬ 
sistency between the 
General Plan and 
corresponding Zoning 
Maps. The committee 
met every other week 
until they con¬ 
cluded their study, and 
then presented their find-

Clyde was speaking 
from the 12th chapter of 
Mark, where Jesus tells 
the Parable of the Ten¬ 
ants. The story is fam¬ 
iliar; where the land- 
owner plants a vineyard, 
leases out the land 
and then leaves the 
country for an extended 
stay. At harvest time he 
repeatedly sends his 
servants to collect the 
rent. All are beaten and 
sent away until finally 
the landowner sends his 
son whom he feels they 
win respect. Unfortunatdy, 
they kill him because 
they thought they would 
then own the land. 

Clyde pointed out 
that our lives are very 
similar to the parable 
in the God holds the title 
deed on our vineyard 
of life and He has chosen 
to lease us some space. 
We have a lease agree¬ 
ment with God and it 
must be honored or, as 
in the parable. He’ll sign 
over our lease to other 
tenants. 


If we recognize that 
God holds title, then 
we’re only one step away 
from being everything 
He wants us to be. The 
natural extension of this 
is that we pay our rent 
and that comprises of 
giving God a percentage 
of what we have, namely 
our time, talents and trea¬ 
sure. When you stop 
and think about it, God 
has given us quite a 
break.

Grandson of Sharks 
dies in auto accident 


Matthew Brian Quarton, grandson of Howard 
and Maxine Sherk of Sierra Madre, died June 19 
as the result of a freak accident near Wrightwood 
June 17. 

Matthew was riding in the back of a pickup 
truck when it went out of control and overturned 
on Big Rock Creek Road at 1:05 p.m. Saturday, June 
17. He was pronounced dead Monday, never gaining 
consciousness at Antelope Valley Hospital Medical 
Center where he was airlifted after the accident. 

Matthew, 18, was riding in the back of the pcik- 
up with three other youth. Inside the cab of the 
1980 Toyota were the driver. Matt Carson, 18, 
and another youth, 21. 

Carson was northbound and negotiated a right 
hand curve, going 40 miles an hour in a 55-mile- 
an-hour zone. The truck veered sideways, hitting 
the shoulder of the roadway, overturning and ejecting 
the four in the back of the truck. The investi¬ 
gating officer indicated that a partially underin¬ 
flated left rear tire could possibly have contributed 
to the accident. The report showed no alcohol 
or drugs involved in the accident. 

All the others in the accident were treated 
and released from the hospital the same day. 

Matthew Brian Quarton moved to Wrightwood 
with his family when he was 9 years old. He was 
born Sept. 18, 1970 in Pasadena and moved to the 
Wrightwood community in 1979, having attended 
Wrightwood School and graduating from Serrano 
High School. 

Since graduation he had been living in San 
Diego, planning to work and attend college there. 

He is survived by his parents. Sue and Gary 
Quarton, a sister Kate and brother Scott, 
the maternal grandparents, the Sherks who live in 
Sierra Madre, and paternal grandparents, Marty and 
Mary Brower of Altadena.

Dougherty becomes 
school board prexy 


At the same meeting 
in which she was sworn 
in for her second term 
on Arcadia’s Board of 
Education, Mary 
Dougherty was elected to 
serve as board presi¬ 
dent. 

Dougherty and Joann 
Steinmeier took the 
oath of office from Jack 
Saunders, former judge 
of the Santa Anita Muni¬ 
cipal Court, at last 
Wednesday’s school 
board meeting. 

Mike Allison will 
serve as vice president 
and Bob Kladifko as sec¬ 
retary-clerk. 

As she assumes her 
new role, Dougherty ex¬ 
presses concern over the 
school district’s facilities 
and the need to “do so 
much.” 

“When people work in 
pleasant surroundings, it 
has a tremendous impact 
on what they do and how 
they feel about what 
they do,” the new 
president said. 

She looks forward 
to the district receiving 
funds from the Leroy 
Greene State School 
Building Lease Pur¬ 
chase Program, which 
helps with reconstruc¬ 
tion of schools over 
30 years old. 

Another concern ex¬ 
pressed by Dougherty is 
the need to find a more
